The result was a huge litter problem 
in areas like the new valleylands park 
and trail, in the Summerlyn Village 
subdivision. 

But on Saturday, April 13, three 
school buses pulled up to the park, and 
approximately 150 people piled out. 
Wearing protective gloves and vests, 
they fanned out across the parkland, 


and within half an hour had picked 
up every bit of litter, every illegally 
dumped lamp and tire, every bit of 
run-away recycling. 

“It’s amazing what a lot of hands can 
do,” said Manager of Facilities, Mike 
O’Hare. 

It was all part of Bradford West

More trains 
a-comin’ 

QMI Agency - It’s good news 
for commuters, good news for 
tourism, good news for the 
environment - but not so good for 
residents near the GO Train tracks 
who have been complaining 
about train whistles. 

On April 12, Minister of 
Infrastructure and Transportation 
Glen Murray was in Barrie, 
joined by Mayor Jeff Lehman 
and MPP Rod Jackson (Barrie), 
to announce that the trains will 
be running on weekends and 
holidays this summer. 

From June 29 until September 2, 
there will be 4 trains from Barrie 
to Union Station, and 4 trains 
making the return journey, every 
Saturday, Sunday and Statutory 
Holiday - twice the number that 
ran during last year's pilot project. 

That pilot project cost Metrolinx 
an estimated $250,000. GO 
believes that the demand will be 
sufficient to recover about 30% 
of costs through fares, at least 
initially. At present, fares cover 
about 80% of operating costs 
during the week 

Cost of travel from Barrie to 
Toronto is $12.40 for an adult fare, 
single-ride ticket, or $24.80 for a 
day pass. There are special fares 
for seniors, children, groups and 
families. 

The trains wifi leave Allandale 
Waterfront Station, and make 
all of the regular stops on 
the way to Toronto’s Union 
Station - with GO bus service 
between Rutherford train station 
and Canada’s Wonderland.

PRPPs were one of the tools in Munro’s 


model for Ontarians without a pension 

“The Ontario government should 
follow the lead of the federal 
government by providing a savings tool 
for employees that would be portable, 
affordable and available in far more 
workplaces,” Munro said. "Only about 
40% of Canadians are members of a 
workplace pension plan, and most of 
these are government employees.” 

She noted that Saskatchewan 
and British Columbia have already 
introduced legislation permitting 
PRPPs, and both Alberta and Quebec 
are considering new regulations. “It 
is time for our government to allow 
Ontarians more choice when it comes to 
retirement savings.”

To the editor: As long-time Bradford 
residents, we have been satisfied with the 
quality of policing provided by the South 
Simcoe Police Services. However, we have 
serious concerns that if the OPP takes over 
policing for Bradford West Gwillimbury 
there will be slower response time due 
to fewer officers being located in the 
community, and much higher expense to 
taxpayers.

have increased an average 70.3% between

We urge our local politicians to take 
into consideration the loss of local jobs 
and resultant severance payments that 
will be required, the expected significant 
pay increases for OPP personnel, and the 
potential for slower response times from 
officers, in making their final decision.

Gwillimbury’s Community Clean-up Day. 
Scores of residents of all ages signed up 
in advance, gathering at the Bradford 
Community Centre, where they boarded 
the buses. They not only cleaned up in 
Summerlyn, but also Kuzmich Memorial 
Park, Trailside Park, and vacant lands on 
Holland St. West. 

“It does make a difference,” said Mayor 
Doug White, who donned gloves to help pick 
up the trash, and told the volunteers, “I really 
appreciate you coming out.” 

Among those participating were members 
of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Jama'at (AMJ 
Community), long-time residents, new 
families, the 4th Bradford Brownie unit, 
preschoolers and Seniors. 

The amount of litter in parks, ditches, 
and along roadsides inspired interest in a 
new Simcoe County proposal to introduce 
recycling bins with lids. It also led to a 
challenge to residents, to check weather and 
wind conditions before setting out their Blue 
Boxes, and to start local clubs, to clean up 
neighbourhood parks once a month.

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A new vision for Holland St. 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury is serious about 
revitalizing its aging downtown 
core. Not only was Downtown 
Revitalization identified as a 
“priority” by the current Council, 
a Downtown Revitalization 
Committee was struck that included 
representation from residents and 
downtown businesses - and the 
Town retained Ainley Group and 
Todhunter Associates, to come up 
with a design for the reconstruction 
of the Holland Street Corridor, from 
Professor Day Drive eastward to 
Dissette St. 

The consultants will be presenting 
their recommended options for 
redesigning Holland at a drop- 
in Public Information Centre on 
Tuesday, April 23, from 4 to 7 p.m. in 
the Bradford Public Library’s Zima 

Among the key recommendations: 

. Reconstruction of Holland St. to 3 
lanes (one lane in each direction, 
and a centre turning lane) from 
Professor Day Drive to Collings. 

. Reconstruction of Holland St. from 
Collings to Morris Rd. to only 2 lanes, 
with no onstreet parking. 

. Creation of a roundabout or traffic 
circle at the John St./Barrie St. 
intersection, solving the problem of 
misaligned roads and poor sightlines. 
. Dedicated turn lanes at 


intersections. 

. Closure or implementation of 
traffic restrictions on key side streets, 
including Moore St., Drury St. and 
Nelson St. 

. A widened boulevard, with 
sidewalks and multi-use trails. 

. Additional pedestrian crossings. 

. Provision for future municipal

They Shaved for the Brave! 


Toronto actor Peter Laneas knows 
what it's like to be a young adult 
facing cancer - how unfair it seems, 
the sense of isolation. “You’re young. 
It’s not supposed to happen to you.” 

Laneas has battled, and beaten, 
cancer twice - and says that the 
programs provided by YACC (Young 
Adult Cancer Canada) helped him 
to connect with others, and find 
strength and encouragement. 

“fve got war stories, scars - but at 
the end of the day, things like YACC 
helped me get through," Laneas 
told students at Fred C. Cook Public 
School, on April 12. The young 
actor was the emcee at the School’s 
2nd annual Shave for the Brave - a 
fundraiser for Young Adult Cancer 
Canada. Thirty students and two 
teachers signed up to cut 10” of their 
hair or have their heads shaved bald, 
all to raise money for the cause.

South Simcoe Communicators honoured 


South Simcoe - On April 11, 
Communicators from the South Simcoe 
Police Service were honoured at the 
Simcoe County9-l-l Management Board. 

Two South Simcoe teams were awarded 
the Emergency Service Communication 
Team Award for 2012. 

The team of Civilian Supervisor Lama 
Demeo and communicators Susan Bolam 
and Ashley Fairbairn received recognition 
for their actions during the ice rescue on 
Lake Simcoe, on March 9,2012. The team 
worked with other emergency services as 
well as the Coast Guard in a large search 
and rescue operation that pulled 27 
stranded anglers off an ice floe, as it broke 
up. 

A second team, Civilian Supervisor 
Patricia Jackson, and Communicators 
Ambar Kottick and Danielle Rigg, were 


honoured for their work in assisting a 
distraught caller. The caller dialled 9-1-1 
in emotional distress, but refused to give 
a location or contact mformanon. The 
team worked to keep the caller on the line 
until a location could be determined and 
emergency medical services located the 
caller and rendered aid. 

The Public Safety Communications Team 
Award recognizes excellence in public 
safety communications teamwork in 
response to an extraordinary emergency 
incident. Dispatchers in police, fire or 

Simcoe County are eligible. 

South Simcoe Police Chief Rick Beazley 
congratulated the award recipients, for 
their dedication to duty. “We’re very 
proud of all our communicators. They 
work hard each and every day as a team." 


South Simcoe Police Report 


Safe Roads... Your Call. 

A resident called police at around 6 p.m. 
on April 11, after spotting a vehicle driving 
erratically on St. John’s Rd. in Innisfil. 
Officers located the suspect vehicle in 
a parking lot on Innisfil Beach Rd., and 
determined that the driver had been 
drinking. He was arrested for Impaired 
and returned to North Division for breath 
tests - which registered a FAIL. During the 
investigation, officers also discovered that 
the man’s licence was under suspension, 
for two previous impaired driving 
offences. A 57 year old Bradford man is 
facing charges of Impaired Driving, Over 
.080, and Drive while Disqualified. He was 
held overnight for a bail hearing, and his 
vehicle was impounded. 

If you spot a suspected impaired driver 
on area roads, call 9-1-1. 

Child Pom charges 
South Simcoe Police received a 
complaint from a 17 year old Innisfil girl 
on April 14, reporting that nude photos 
she had sent to her former boyfriend were 
being distributed to mutual friends on 
the internet and to cell phones. The girl 
also reported that she had been kicked 
in the head by the ex-boyfriend, 2 weeks 
prior. Officers located and arrested a 16 


year old Innisfil youth, and charged him 
with Domestic Assault and Distributing 
Child Pornography. He was released with 
conditions, and a court date in May. 

Assault with a weapon 

Police were called to a Bradford 
elementary school, at about 4:50 p.m. on 
April 11, where a dispute had occurred 
between a group of teenaged boys. One 
of the teens left the scene, and returned 
minutes later with his father. The father 
exited his vehicle with a golf club in hand, 
and confronted the group. One of the 
youths attempted to flee in a vehicle, but 
the infuriated father struck the vehicle 
several times with the club. The father 
then approached another teen and 
allegedly forced him to the ground. When 
the teen attempted to get up, the man 
struck him on the head. The man's son 
then came over, and reportedly struck the 
victim several times with his skateboard, 
before father and son left the scene. 

Police located and arrested a 45 year old 
Bradford man,charged with Assault with 
a Weapon, Weapons Dangerous to the 
Public Peace, and Mischief Over $5,000. 
The man’s 15 year old son faces charges of 
Assault and Assault with a Weapon. They 
will appear in court in May. 


Joint Police Costing won't change the 
Town's timeline for a decison 


Innisfil and Bradford West Gwillimbury 
share the South Simcoe Police Service - 
but escalating costs led to a request for a 
costing from the OPP, for the provision of 
policing. 

More than a year ago the two 
municipalities, in a joint meeting, agreed 
to pursue a joint costing from the OPP - 
but then, explained BWG Town Manager 
Jay Currier, "It was Innisfil’s decision to 
depart from the game plan.” 

While Bradford West Gwillimbury 
moved forward with the costing process, 
Innisfil put everything on hold “pending 
resolution of other matters that Innisfil 
wanted to address first’’ - including 
establishing a committee to look at "level 
of service.” Said Currier, “We thought that 
put the process many months apart.” 

Bradford West Gwillimbury decided to 
pursue a lone course - and in February, 
received the figures for the cost of OPP 
policing for BWG alone. Those figures 
came in at $1.76 million per year less 
than the cost of South Simcoe Police - 
excluding one-time start-up costs of more 
than half a million dollars, severance 
packages for existing South Simcoe 
officers and civilian staff, and the planned 
increase in wages for the OPP, set to kick 
in on January 1,2014, that reportedly will 
make the OPP the highest-paid police 
service in the province. 

At that time, Innisfil also decided to 
move forward with an OPP costing, and 
asked if BWG was still interested in a joint 
costing. The answer was "no” because 
of the perceived delay. “We thought it 
could not be presented in a timely enough 
manner,” Currier said. 

He said that it is now clear that the OPP 


has been able to “respond quite quickly 
to the Innisfil request.” Rather than 
months, the OPP were able to present 
their information on the 17th of April - 
and asking for a joint costing now won’t 
impact BWG’s planned timelines, to have 
a decision by the end of June. 

In Council on April 16, BWG Council 
voted to ask for a joint OPP costing, and to 
hold a joint meeting with Innisfil on May 
8, to hear the details. "It gives this Council 
one more option at the end of the day to 
consider... without impacting the time 
frame,” Currier said. 

Tonight, Thursday, April 18, there will be 
a Special Meeting of Council at 7 p.m. at 
57 Holland St. East, to hear a presentation 
on policing by South Simcoe Police Chief 
Rick Beazley, and the BWG-Innisfil Police 
Services Board. The meeting is open to the 

A Task Force and consultant are 
currently looking into the capital and 
operating estimates not included in the 
OPP presentation - including the costs of 
“transition” and dismantling of the South 
Simcoe Police Service, should that be the 
choice of Town Council. The taskforce 
and Consultant will make a presentation 
to Council late in May, to be followed by 
a Public Open House. 

Innisfil will hear an OPP costing proposal 
presentation on April 24, 6:30 p.m. - and 
a presentation by the South Simcoe Police 
Service and Police Services Board on May 
1, in regular meeting of Council, followed 
by the Joint Meeting with BWG Council on 
May 8. 

Both municipalities intend to announce 
a decision on policing in June. 


PC Enwright: A Resource in the Schools 

The Bradford West Gwillimbury-lnnisfil Police Services Board is attempting to make 
policing more accessible to the public, by hosting presentations on different aspects 
of the service at their monthly meetings. Last month, the topic was Conducted Energy 
Weapons, or tasers. This month, School Resource Officer PC Rob Enwright spoke about 
his work in the high schools - Bradford District and Holy Trinity in BWG, Nantyr Shores 
in Innisfil. 

PC Enwright noted that when the program began, the reaction to seeing an officer in 
the school was “What’s going on?” Now, he said, “They're getting used to seeing me” 
and are willing to talk about their issues: cyberbullying, sexting, theft, truancy, weapons, 
drugs. Enwright defined his role as helping to educate the young adults, helping them 
avoid making bad decisions that could haunt them for the rest of their life. 

Heinrich Bebie, principal of Holy Trinity, said, “It's been an amazing relationship we've 
had with South Simcoe Police,” - proactively 
addressing “pervasive” issues like bullying and 
drugs, and more importantly, making students 
aware of the consequences of their actions. 

Those consequences can include suspension, 
or arrest; just this week, an Innisfil youth was 
arrested for Child Pornography, for distributing 
nude photos sent to him by his ex-girlfriend. 

“It’s the long-lasting impact of sexting. It's 
not a one-time thing,” Bebie said - something 
that students may not realize. "It doesn't go 
away. Once it’s out there it's in the hands of 
thousands of people, if not millions.”
